J. S. Rardin opened the discussion last 
evening in a veiy interesting aud in- 
structive talk on the f anitaiy condition 
of the city ad the fcod consumed by the 
citizen, 
auch as meate, 
milk and 


water. 
Some statistics furnished by 


the Doctor were really startling to 
those who had not made the subject a 
Htndy. 
If all that was said showing 


up the condition of the milk aud water 
used in this city is tine, and there 
seems 110 donbfc of it, the wonder is, as 
some one suggested, that the citizens 
do not quit the use ot bath and use 
Eeselborn's beer. Dr. Rardin handled 
the milk question in a very instructive 
manner, showing that a very large per- 
centage of milch 
cows had 
tuber- 


culosis, ot what ia more commonly 
known as ounaamption, and by the use 
of milk from these thii much dreaded 
disease was transferred to the people. 
Statistics show that over five thousand 
fople die yearly in Ohio from con- 
sumption alone and about 15,000 people 
die yearly in Ohio from contagions dis- 
eases. This certainly 
is 
aluiming. 


What ia still more alarming are the 
deaths of children under five years of 
oge, and this, no doubt, is due largely 
to the bad quality of milk and water 
used, as the two usually go hand in 
hand. In New York City statistics 
show that foity per cent, of the deaths 
are children under five years. 
This, 


we say, ia alarming, but what can be 
done to check it? Cows thfit are poorly 
fed and nooily oared for can't help 
but produce a poor quality of milk. 
The Doctor alao threw some hot shot 
at the vault and sewerage system of 
this city. The present system of empty- 
ing the sewerage of this city into the 
Ohio and Soioto rivers is a crime 
against humanity.
